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DETAILED ACTION 
Current Status 

1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 24 Marcli 2008. 

2. Claims 1-60 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-8, 15 and 58-60) in the 
reply filed on 24 March 2008 is acknowledged. Applicants are reminded of their right to 
file divisional applications to the non-elected claims. 

Applicants' are reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(1). 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). 

The priority date is not considered because the priority documents are not 
in English. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 
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Claim 65 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 15 is indefinite because the claim recites "formulas lb, 3a and 3b". The 
formulas are not defined in claim 1 . Correction is required. 

Claim 59 and 60 are indefinite because claim 59 recites "formula 14". Formula 
14 is not defined in claim 5. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 5-8 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Keiji, {JP 2004238362, Abstract}. 
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Applicants claim a compound of the general formula lb shown below; wherein all the 
variables are as defined in the claims.

Determination of the scope and content of the prior art (M.P.E.P. $2141.01) 

Keiji teach a compound of the general formula shown below; wherein the 
variables R^-R"* are defined as halo-aryl. 



Ascertainment of the difference between the prior art and the claims (M.P.E.P.. 
$2141.02) 

Keiji compound differs from the instantly claimed compound in that Keiji teach a 
compound that is halo-aryl substituted while Applicants claim a compound substituted 
with Pf; wherein Pf is an aryl group that has 5-20 carbon atoms and all the hydrogen 
atoms substituted with fluorine atoms. 

Finding of prima facie obviousness-rational and motivation (M.P.E.P.. $2142- 
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The instantly claimed compounds would have been suggested to one of ordinary 
skill because one of ordinary skill wishing to obtain the compound of formula 1b is 
taught to select the compound of Keiji because the compound is useful in industrial 
applications. The instantly claimed invention would therefore have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art. 

Allowed Claims 
Claims 1-4 are allowable over the prior art of record.
